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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, filed 6/24/05, with respect to Zhu et al. (6,721 ,589) have 
been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-11 and 19-24 has 
been withdrawn under Zhu et al. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 6, 9, 15- 
17, 22, and 23 under Prince et al. have been considered and are persuasive. However, 
Applicant's arguments, with respect to Prince et al. (6,597,935) have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive with regards to claims 1-5, 7, 8, 10-14, 18-21, 
and 24 and therefore the rejection of these claims under Prince et al. still stands. Prince 
et al. do teach applying multiple preparatory sequences per cardiac cycle (col. 6 lines 7- 
31 , col. 7 lines 35-37). Please refer to previous action for rejection of claims 1-5, 7, 8, 
10-14, 18-21, and 24. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Claims 6, 9, 15-17, 22, and 23 contain allowable subject matter since Prince et 
al. do not teach acquiring perfusion or late enhancement data and does not teach image 
contrast.
